NEW BOOK DISCUSSES PRESENCE OF 


GOD IN HISTORY 


Dr. Harry Van Dyke, Assistant 
omer of History, recently 
completed the editing of the book, 
“Writings on God and History” 
by M.C. Smit. In just over 300 
pages, the volume contains 15 
essays On aspects around a central 
theme: how God is present in 
the world, and how all of history 
relates to Him.
